Mr.  Chairman  and  Members, 

I have  the  honour  to  submit  for  your  consideration  my  Report 
on  the  Public  Health  of  this  District  for  the  years  1970  and  1971. 

Population  Statistics. 

Figures  fro®  the  Registrar  General  for  the  estimated  mid-year 
population  show  the  continuing1  rise  in  the  population  of  the  district. 

The  vital  statistics  in  this  Report  are  baaed  on  these  figures:

Births. 


The  rise  in  annual  births  in  the  District  continues  from 
804  in  1970  to  818  in  1971. 

The  adjusted  birth  rates  for  the  District  for  1970  and  1971 
were  19.4  and  19.7  per  1,000  population,  comparative  national  rates  for 
England  and  Wales  were  16.0  in  1970  and  1971.  The  actual  number  of 
births  nationally  fell  by  13,060  in  1970,  and  1,317  in  1971. 

Illegitimate  Births. 

The  figures  for  the  District  have  fallen  to  a rate  of  40.58 
compared  with  44.77  in  1970. 

The  national  figures  for  England  and  Wales  continued  to 
ria®  to  84  in  1970  and  83  in  1971.  Expressed  in  slightly  different 
terms,  4%  of  all  live  births  born  in  the  district  were  illegitimate 
compared  with  a figure  of  8%  for  England  and  Wales. 


Infant  and  Perinatal  Mortality, 

The  infant  deaths,  i.e.  under  on©  year  old,  were  21  in  1970 
compared  with  13  in  1971,  giving:  death  rates  of  25  and  16  per  1,000  live 
births. 


The  perinatal  mortality  rates,  (i.e.  total  stillbirths  and 
deaths  in  first  week  of  life  divided  by  total  live  and  stillbirths 
multiplied  by  1,000)  for  the  years  1970  and  1971  were  36  and  19. 
Corresponding  rates  for  England  and  Wales  were  23  and  22,  and  for  the 
administrative  county  27  and  25. 

Deaths. 


Deaths  for  all  ages  rose  from  404  in  1970  to  424  in  1971, 
adjusted  death  rates  were  11.5,  and  13.0  respectively.  These  are  slightly 
in  excess  of  the  national  rates,  but  less  than  the  county  death  rates. 

The  excess  of  births  over  deaths  were  400  in  1970,  and  394  in  1971. 

The  age  sex  mortality  tables  show  the  great  difference  in 
mortality  between  males  and  females  in  all  age  groups;  between  the  ages 
1-65  years  twice  as  many  men  as  women  died.  Only  in  the  76  year®  plus 
group  do  female  deaths  exceed  male  deaths,  although  when  the  groups  are 
corrected  for  the  great  number  difference  in  the  two  populations  the 
rate  of  dying  becomes  more  even  between  the  sex  group a . 

The  major  causes  of  death  were  ischaemic  heart  disease 
(’heart  attack*),  cerebrovascular  disease  (’strokes’),  chronic  bronchitis 
and  cancer  of  the  lung.  Males  35  to  64  groups  fare  badly  both  locally 
and  nationally  regarding  ischaemic  heart  disease  deaths;  the  condition 
is  associated  with  overeating,  lack  of  exercise,  stress  and  cigarette 
smoking,  and  some  of  these  factors  are  controllable. 
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Epidemic  Disease. 

Apart  from  the  severe  influenza  epidemic  which  commenced  at  the 
middle  of  December,  1969,  and  continued  into  January  of  1970,  there  were  nc 
severe  outbreaks  of  infectious  disease. 

Measles  notifications  rose  to  177  during  1970  and  dropped  to  90 
in  1971.  Parents  have  been  slow  to  avail  themselves  of  this  significant 
advance  in  protecting  their  children  from  an  unpleasant  illness  which  can 
have  serious  sequelae,  including  brain  damage.  They  can  be  assured  that 
measles  vaccination  has  been  proved  to  be  safe  and  affective. 

Pollution  Problems  at  Nantgarw. 

Considerable  activity  in  1970  and  1971  was  undertaken  to  achieve 
a reduction  in  the  pollution  from  the  Coke  Ovens.  The  Joint  Liaison  Committee 
set  up  by  the  Council  with  the  National  Coal  Board  and  the  Alkali  Inspectorate 
considered  all  aspects  of  the  operation  of  the  works.  Minton,  Trahsrne  and 
Davies,  Consultant  Analysts,  conducted  a survey  of  the  deposition  of  grit  and 
other  particulate  matter,  and  sulphur  dioxide  levels  in  the  air  at  Ehydyrhelyg 
on  behalf  of  the  Council  from  July  1969  to  April  1970}  their  findings 
indicated  that  th©  situation  appeared  to  be  similar  to  that  existing  in  1964/65 
when  they  had  previously  conducted  a survey.  Sunbrite  fuel  production  ceased 
in  March  1970  and  this  particular  production  had  been  associated  with  a high 
level  of  pollution  from  the  ovens.  The  National  Coal  Board  carried  out  a 
detailed  and  continuing  monitoring  of  grit  and  dust  and  sulphur  dioxide 
concentration  in  the  area  of  the  plant. 

Several  meetings  were  held  under  the  auspices  at  the  Welsh  Office 
in  regard  to  th©  problem  of  pollution  and  also  with  Lord  Robens  at  the 
National  Coal  Board  Headquarters  in  London.  In  December,  1970,  the  National 
Coal  Board  were  given  approval  by  the  Department  of  Trade  and  Industry  for  the 
rebuilding  of  th©  Coke  Ovens  at  Nantgarw,  such  operation  was  envisaged  to 
take  some  four  years  to  complete  at  a capital  cost  of  £A\  million. 

Although  the  Council  had  resolved  to  Institute  legal  proceedings 
on  21st  April,  1909,  it  formally  rescinded  the  resolution  on  29th  December, 

1970  with  certain  assurances  from  the  National  Coal  Board  regarding  the 
rebuilding  and  the  further  monitoring  of  pollution  at  the  plant. 

Caerphilly  District  Miners9  Hospital. 

Farther  efforts  continued  to  be  made  to  retain  acute  hospital 
services  and  casualty  services  at  Caerphilly,  and  the  Council  with  its 
officers  formed  the  administrative  core  and  action  centre  of  the  Rhymney 
Valley  Joint  Hospital  Action  Committee. 
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In  concluding  these  opening  paragraphs,  I wish  to  thank  the 
Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Council,  and  particularly  the  Public  Health 
Committee  for  their  encouragement  and  support.  To  Councillors 
C.St.C.  Meese- Kennedy,  B.  Thomas  and  Morgan  Go  Griffiths  as  Public  Health 
Committee  Chairmen  during  1970  and  1971  goes  uay  gratitude  for  their 
unfailing  help  at  all  times j likewise  to  the  Officers  of  other  departments 
for  their  co-operation  and  assistance,  and  to  th®  staff  of  the  Public  Health 
Department  for  their  loyalty  and  enthusiasm.

It  will  be  noted  that  in  1970,  103  deaths  were  due  to  ischaemic 
heart  disease,  39  of  these  were  in  persons  under  age  65,  and  in  1971  there 
were  133  deaths  from  this  disease,  61  of  which  were  in  persons  under  65. 

The  Cancers. 


There  were  20  deaths  due  to  cancer  of  the  lung  in  1970  and  23  in  1971. 

Malignant  growth  of  breast  caused  7 deaths  in  1970,  and  of  the 
uterus,  5 deaths;  whereas  in  1971  there  were  2 from  cancer  of  the  breast, 
and  5 of  the  uterus.  Both  of  these  conditions  are  partly  preventable.  At 
the  Cervical  Cytology  screening  clinics  run  by  the  County  Council  early 
diagnosis  of  both  cancer  of  the  neck  of  the  womb  and  of  the  breasts  is 
aimed  at,  by  carrying  out  the  particular  examination.

Accidents  and  Suicide. 


In  1970  there  were  9 deaths  from  accidents,  and  one  motor  vehicle 
accident;  in  1971  there  were  6 deaths  from  accidents,  and  6 motor  vehicle 
accidents . 

There  was  one  male  suicide  death  in  the  age  group  55  - 64  years 
in  1970  and  one  in  1971  in  the  age  group  45  - 54  years.

INFECTIOUS  DISEASES 


In  1970  there  were  2 deaths  from  tuberculosis,  but  no  deaths  from 
infectious  disease.  In  1971  there  were  5 deaths  from  tuberculosis  and  2 
deaths  from  infectious  disease  ( sept icaemia/gastro-enteritis  and  meningococcal 
meningitis) . 


Cases  of  infectious  disease  are  still  prevalent  as  will  be  seen 
from  the  Table  of  Notifications.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that  routine  vaccination 
against  measles  will  eventually  eradicate  the  disease,  which  can  have  serious 
complications . 

Immunisation  and  Vaccination. 


The  protective  value  of  immunisation  in  infancy  is  well  proven.

Koch's  bacillus  claimed  2 deaths  in  1970  and  there  were  7 new 
cases;  in  1971  there  were  5 deaths  and  10  new  cases. 

The  Caerphilly  Chest  Clinic  (with  Dr.  N.C.  Norman  the  Physician- 
in-Charge),  and  the  hospitals  do  most  of  the  work  regarding  the  control  of 
tuberculosis,  but  notification  to  the  County  Health  Department  causes  the 
health  visiting  staff  to  diligently  enquire  of  all  the  necessary  facts 
relating  to  the  case  and  the  family.  The  information  obtained  enables  the 
proper  supervision  and  follow-up  of  these  families  and  contacts  to  proceed  by 
the  Chest  Clinic. 

It  was  not  necessary  in  1970  or  1971  for  the  Medical  Officer  of 
Health  to  take  action  against  any  individual  under  the  powers  vested  in  him 
under  the  Control  of  Tuberculosis  Regulations.  This  Authority  offers 
accommodation  to  victims  of  tuberculosis  and  their  families,  if  required  by 
reasons  of  overcrowding,  to  avoid  cross  infection  between  the  members  of  the 
family. 

Vaccination  and  Immunisation. 

In  the  Caerphilly  and  Gelligaer  Health  Division  skin  testing  of 
children  over  13  years  of  age  was  carried  out  during  1970  and  1971.  The 
Table  below  gives  details  of  the  B.C.G.  vaccination  programme.

WATER  SUPPLIES 


The  Taf  Fechan  Water  Board  serves  the  Rhymney  Valley  portion  of 
the  Urban  District,  together  with  Nelson  and  the  Aber  Valley.  The  water 
in  the  Taffs  Well  Ward  is  supplied  by  Cardiff  Corporation.  Except  when  there 
are  bursts  in  the  mains,  the  quality  and  quantity  of  the  water  is  satisfactory 
over  the  whole  of  the  area  supplied  by  the  two  undertakings. 

There  is  no  plumbosolvent  water  in  the  area.  There  are  no  stand 
pipe  supplies  to  domestic  premises,  but  one  stand  pipe  exists  in  the  Fairground 
at  Bedwas  Road,  Caerphilly  which  is  used  at  intervals  by  showground  people. 
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SWIMMING  POOLS 


There  are  two  very  satisfactory  open  air  swimming  pools  in  the 
area;  both  are  owned  by  the  Caerphilly  Urban  District  Council.  The  larger  one 
in  the  Morgan  Jones  Park  has  a capacity  of  132,000  gallons,  and  the  smaller  one 
in  Llanbradach  holds  103,000  gallons.  In  both,  the  water  is  subject  to 
continuous  filtration,  aeration  and  chlorination. 

The  14  bacteriological  samples  taken  from  the  swimming  pools  at 
Caerphilly  and  Llanbradach  in  1970  were  satisfactory;  and  20  taken  in  1971 
were  also  satisfactory. 


SEWERAGE  AND  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL 


The  Sewage  Disposal  Plant  at  Nelson,  the  only  one  within  the  area, 
was  satisfactorily  maintained  throughout  both  years.  However,  I estimate  that 
there  are  still  over  70  cesspits  in  operation  in  the  Urban  District  and 
unfortunately  the  situation  does  not  seem  to  be  showing  any  improvement. 


PUBLIC  CLEANSING 


Refuse  collection  in  the  area  is  completely  undertaken  by  the 
Engineer  & Surveyor's  Department  of  the  Council. 


PLACES  OF  ENTERTAINMENT 

All  places  of  Public  Entertainment  are  kept  under  surveillance  by 
the  Public  Health  Department,  and  it  is  pleasing  to  report  that  generally 
speaking  a reasonably  high  standard  of  cleanliness  and  hygiene  is  being 
maintained.  One  premises  was  regularly  showing  films  and  3 holding  bingo 
sessions,  open  to  the  public. 


RIDING  ESTABLISHMENTS  ACT,  1963 

There  were  2 such  establishments  in  the  Urban  Area  in  1970  and  one 
in  1971,  which,  on  inspection  by  the  Public  Health  Inspectors  were  considered 
to  be  of  a satisfactory  standard  and  have  accordingly  been  licensed  by  the 
Local  Authority.

Table  XXII  shows  the  number  of  business  premises  of  all  types  which 
come  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Shops  Inspectors  in  the  Urban  Area,  and 
Table  XXlIIrelates  to  those  businesses  where  different  types  of  food  or  drugs 
are  supplied  and  the  Food  Hygiene  (General)  Regulations,  1970,  apply  to  all  the 
above  shops. 
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FOOD  EXAMINATION

Food  sampling  in  the  Area  is  undertaken  both  by  the  County 
Sampling  Officers  and  your  own  Inspectors.  Tables  XX  - XXI  reflect 
the  work  undertaken  in  these  fields  by  the  two  Authorities. 

Many  food  complaints  from  the  public  were  investigated  by 
the  Department.  These  included  contaminated  pies,  pasties,  and  walnut 
cake.  In  each  instance  the  manufacturers  were  given  a severe  warning, 
that  if  more  care  was  not  taken  in  the  handling  of  food  legal  action 
would  be  undertaken. 

Legal  proceedings  were  taken  against  a firm  for  supplying 
a wrapped  loaf  of  bread  extensively  contaminated  with  green  mould. 

They  pleaded  guilty  and  were  fined  £20. 

Advice  was  also  given  to  food  handlers  in  the  preparation 
and  presentation  of  food  in  order  to  prevent  infectious  diseases  and 
food  poisoning. 

Food  Hygiene  Regulations,  1960. 

Routine  inspection  of  the  area  revealed  unsatisfactory 
conditions  in  the  kitchen  and  food  preparation  of  one  of  the  hotels. 

A Notice  served  on  the  occupier,  resulted  in  very  little  improvement. 
Legal  proceedings  were  instituted  and  the  occupier  was  found  guilty  on 
3 charges.  The  standard  of  hygiene  has  since  considerably  improved. 

The  Manufacture,  Distribution  and  Sale  of  Foods. 


Current  trends  in  the  Manufacture,  Distribution  and  the  Sale 
of  Food  has  changed  substantially  during  the  last  6 years. 

Someone  said  that  since  the  Creation  of  Man  he  has  needed  3 
essentials  for  life.  Food,  Water  and  Air.  Life  ceases  in  the  absence 
of  any  of  them.  It  is  sad  to  relate  that  with  the  development  of  his 
brain  in  providing  himself  with  better  amenities  he  has  polluted  all  of 
these  essentials  and  has  brought  a positive  risk  to  life  itself.  One 
has  only  to  look  at  the  water  surrounding  our  coast  and  inland  waterways, 
the  air  surrounding  our  large  cities,  to  see  the  harm  that  is  being  done. 

Fortunately  however,  he  has  learnt  to  improve  his  method  of 
food  production,  its  distribution,  and  sale.  He  has  increased  the 

standard  of  hygiene,  thereby  reducing  the  risk  of  the  contamination  of 
food.  Were  it  not  for  Statutory  Control  he  would  pollute  his  own  food 
with  additives. 

The  improvement  of  food  hygiene  standards  is  apparent  to  all, 
and  this  can  be  attributed  to  4 reasons. 

(1)  the  introduction  of  the  Food  Hygiene  Regulations, 

(2)  the  demand  of  the  public  towards  improved  standards  of 

hygiene, 

(3)  the  sale  of  food  by  large  retailers  from  multiple  stores 
and  supermarkets, 

(4)  the  attraction  of  customers  to  a clean  well-laid  out  shop. 
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Manufacture  of  Food. 


Recent  years  have  seen  the  establishment  of  the  frozen  food 
industry.  The  advancement  of  refrigeration  has  begun,  even  circulating 
newspapers  etc.  are  full  of  the  advantages  of  owning  deep  freeze  cabinets 
for  food,  and  the  advantages  of  purchasing  food  in  bulk.  Many  of  these 
cabinets  are  advertised  at  knock-down  prices.  Refrigeration  can  present 
an  immensely  difficult  problem  from  a public  health  aspect. 

Firstly,  it  is  possible  that  substandard  articles  may  be  sold 
and  stored.  Who  is  to  say,  when  some  months  later  the  article  is  found 
unsound  on  being  removed  from  the  refrigerator,  that  it  was  not  so  at  the 
time  it  was  put  in  a deep  freeze  cabinet?  It  is  essential  that  quick 
circulation  from  shops  and  warehouses  bring  about  the  means  by  which  the 
withdrawal  of  the  offending  articles  can  be  made. 

With  more  housewives  buying  in  addition  to  refrigerators  deep 
freeze  cabinets,  the  responsibility  of  educating  the  public  on  the  use 
of  these  cabinets  rests  fairly  squarely  on  the  shoulders  of  the  food 
industry.  The  other  problem  that  it  creates  is  likely  to  be  associated 
with  food  poisoning. 

Canning. 


This  method  of  manufacture  is  more  of  a preservation.  It  has 
been  with  us  a long  time  but  with  all  the  modern  packing  it  is  not  likely 
for  canned  food  to  disappear,  in  fact  there  is  every  likelihood  with  the 
method  of  canning  being  improved  and  the  introduction  of  exotic  and  foreign 
meals,  there  is  likely  to  be  an  increase  in  the  manufacture  and  sale  of 
canned  food. 

Outside  Catering. 


Prepacked  complete  meals  are  already  on  the  market.  Often 
this  method  comprises  the  delivery  of  hot  ready  to  eat  food,  in  other  cases 
the  food  is  delivered  only  warm  and  is  cooked  in  the  house  or  other 
establishments  by  a "Chef  on  loan".  It  is  a practice  in  some  areas  for 
specimen  meals  to  be  kept  for  not  less  than  48  hours  and  it  can  be  argued 
that  it  is  essential  that  this  method  be  adopted  in  all  kitchens  used  for 
commercial  interests.  This  will  be  a means  of  tracing  food  suspected  of 
being  contaminated  by  food  poisoning  organisms. 

Vending  Machines. 

Vending  machines  are  in  their  infancy  in  this  country  but  in 
many  countries  they  are  a popular  feature  for  providing  food  and  drink  to 
the  casual  customer. 

Wrapping  of  Food. 

Methods  of  packing  food  have  changed  considerably  in  the  last 
five  years.  Immediately  before  the  last  war  only  three  methods  were 
in  use,  glass,  stone  jars,  bottles  and  tins.  The  first  Food  Hygiene 
(General)  Regulations  1955  without  doubt  ear-marked  a considerable  step 
forward  in  relation  to  the  wrapping  of  food.  These  Regulations  made  it 
an  offence  for  all  food  (with  the  exception  of  uncooked  vegetables  etc.) 
to  be  wrapped  directly  in  newspaper. 
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This  ensured  that  all  shops  had  to  keep  a stock  of  clean 
wrapping  paper.  The  recent  trends  have  been  for  plastic  to  be  used  in 
the  food  industry  and  this  has  many  beneficial  effects,  although  it  does 
present  considerable  disposal  problems.  Nevertheless  the  disposal 
problems  are  worth  tolerating,  if  it  is  going  to  lead  to  an  improved 
standard  of  food  hygiene. 
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OFFICES,  SHOPS  AND  RAILWAY  PREMISES  ACT,  1963. 


The  following-  is  a brief  report  of  the  activities  carried  out 
by  the  department  during-  the  years  1970  and  1971.  The  department  is 
responsible  for  the  administration  of  the  Act,  in  as  much  as  the  provisions 
required  for  the  safety,  health  and  welfare  of  the  persons  employed  in 
offices,  shops,  depots,  catering  establishments  and  fuel  depots  in  the  area. 

The  enforcement  of  the  requirements  of  the  Act  has  been  the 
means  of  maintaining  and  indeed  improving  the  working  conditions  in 
existing  premises.  Statutory  requirements  have  also  been  taken  into 
account  at  the  planning  stage,  with  respect  to  new  business  properties. 


The  number  of  newly  registered  premises  during  the  two  years 
were  27  and  15  respectively,  while  the  total  number  of  registered  premises 
was  326  and  319.  There  was  a slight  decrease  in  the  number  of  premises  (7), 
but  an  increase  in  the  number  of  persons  employed.

The  number  of  accidents  reported  and  investigated  was  16,  most 
of  which  were  of  a minor  nature. 

The  total  number  of  visits  to  registered  premises  was  668. 
Contraventions  of  the  requirements  of  the  Act  and  Regulations  amounted  to 
60.  These  were  remedied  within  the  reasonable  time  allowed. 

The  policy  of  securing  compliance  through  advice  and  persuasion 
was  continued.  It  was  often  sufficient  to  give  occupiers  oral  and/or 
informal  warnings  followed  by  a follow-up  of  further  visits. 

It  is  true  to  say  that  a spirit  of  co-operation  and  goodwill  has 
generally  developed  and  has  been  maintained  between  the  department  and  the 
Factory  Inspectorate. 

In  conclusion  the  tables  below  indicate  briefly  the  statistics 
attached  to  the  activities  of  the  department  during  the  two  years.

There  was  considerable  growth  in  the  Family  Planning  Service  during 
both  years.  Demand  necessitated  a change  from  monthly  to  fortnightly  clinics 
at  both  Fochriw  and  Bargoed  at  the  beginning  of  1970,  and  from  monlhLy  to 
fortnightly  at  Senghenydd  in  March,  1971,  and  from  fortnightly  to  weekly  at 
Caerphilly  in  January,  1971. 

The  number  of  attendances  rose  from  2,897  in  1970  to  4,245  in  1971, 
that  is  an  increase  of  46%.
